Wilmington, Del., June 25— Arthur 
Conrell, of Hartford City, Ind., who 
was arretted Tuaadajr oigbt on a 
flbarge of complicity In th« burning to 
Idaath of Gsorge White, a Negro, charg- 
<a4 with assault on Helen Bishop, was 
;r«I«ased on |5,000 bail Wednesday 
aiffbt He win bo gim a fHrtMr 
IkoariBg Thursday. 

Aboat 1.000 parsons gathered Wed> 
nosday night 1ft ftoat of dty ball, 
where Corwell was oonlloed. and made 
a demonstration. Tbo police authori- 
ties took every proeaotlon to prevent 
an attempt at roaooliic the prisoner 
"by Uio crowd. Tharo wera loud criea 
iOr tbo reloaao of Corwall to which 
tha police paid no attention. 

A coroner's inquest over the burned 
Negro was concliuhid Wtulncsday night 
and when word rcacbed tbe police sta- 
tion that the verdict did not implicate 
CorweH, tbe police decided to release 
him on $6,000 bail. This was promptly 
furnished by Thomas McHugh, whole- 
sale liquor dealer. Word of this ac- 
tion soon reached the crowd and a 
great cheer went up, after which the 
'people dispersed. 

Ckironcr McCormlck held two aea- 
aioni In the Inquest on the remaifts 
of White Wednesday, the first session 
bringing to light a difference of opinion 
between the coroner and his deputy, 
John B. Kilmer, which resulted In an 
open olaab. Kilmer thought that At- 
torr^y Oeneral H. R Ward abould 
have selected the Jury, while tbe core- 
iifT maintained that the attorney gen- 
eral had no authority in the matter. 
Tbe coroner carried out his plan. 

When the Inquest began the re. 
mains of White could not be found 
and after a long search they were 
tonnd wrapped In paper In an Icebox. 
White weighed about 200 pounds, but 
only five pounds of flesh and bones 
were left of him after tbe lynchers 
had finished their work. 

No wltneaaea were prea^tat Md tbe 
Inquest was adjourned. 

Later on the coroner again summon- 
ed the Jury and the inquest was held 
Wednesday night. Thomas Leach, a 
farmer, and William Carter, a news- 
paper repwter, were the witnesses, 
and both tNtmed to the flndtnf of the 
small portion of the remains of the 
victim of the mob. Some further tes- 
timony was offered after which the 
Jury brought in the following verdict: 

"IMaolTed. Tbat George White came 
to his death between the houra of 10 
p. m. of June 22, 1903, and 4 a. m. -of 
June 23, 1903, by being burned in a 
field adjoining the road from Price's 
comer to the Ferris industrial school, 
by ft party or parties unknown to this 
Jnry." 

The belief is growing that no one 
will ever be punished fOr tbe work of 
the mob. Certain prominent citizens, 
although they deplore the occurrence, 
stand ready to raise a fund for tbe dc- 
fenae and any one who should be pros- 
ecuted for the offense. Wednesday 
night's demonstration Indleatea that 
popular feeling Is against any further 
aetlOB on the part of the police. 

Peter Smith, the boy who was shot 
while tbe mob was in the workhouse 
on Monday night, died Wednesday aft^ 
emoon as a reaalt of bis wotmd. 



SCENES OF LAWLESSNESS. 



A Race War Is on st Wilmington, Del., 
and Several Were Injured. 

Wilmington, Del., June 26.— After 
the crowd at the city hall dispersed 
Wednesday night scenes of lawness- 
ness were enacted in different parts of 
WllmlBSton, especially in the colored 
aettlementa. The entire police force 
was kept bosy potting down disorder. 
In tbe section known as "White Chap- 
el" a Negro assaulted a white man 
and several whites ca::ie to the rescue. 
This brought reinforcements to the 
Negroes and a general fight was start- 
ed. The Negroes oaUiunbered the 
whites, who were receiving the worst 
of It when a squad of police arrived. 
Pistols were fired and the Negroes re- 
tired within the houses. Participants 
OB both sides received cut heads, but 
beyond tbla it Is not thought any one 
waa injured. ^ . 

While this was going on about 7s 
men gathered in front of bousea occu- 
pied b7 Negroes in Orange street, b om - 



bsrded them with bricks and other 
missiles. The police also quelled tbls 
dlstnrbanee. 

Near the police station a Negro was 
beset by a gang of whites and sought 
refuge in the station. Another white 
man snatched a purse from a colored 
woman, on one of tbe principal streets. 
SlM screamed and the white man Was 
pursued. He dropped the pocketbook 
and escaped tliO wriath of ft crowd of 
Negroes. ^

Richmond, Va., June 25.— Six men 
were wounded Wednesday night, two 
of them serlouBly, by street railway 
company guards who fired Into a crowd 
of BtrilW sympathUcra at Main and 
Lombardy streets. Just ouUide the city 
limits. 

A car guarded by employes of tbe 
company, armed with shotguns, was 
standing at that point. There had 
been a big crowd there all the even- 
ing. Tbo company claims that the 
guards wera first fired on. At any rate 
they firad Into the crowd and two of 
them seriously hurt, being peppered Ih 
the back with buckshot. 

While this was taking place In tbe 
west odd exciting scenes were enacted 
In the east end, where efforts were 
made to operate can under tbe pro- 
tection of tbe military. All sorts of 
mlsBllef* were hurled at the cars and 
obstructions placed on the track. Fi- 
nally the cars, under the pilotage of 
a detachment of the Richmond How- 
Itsera, with a OatUng gnn. were ta- 
ken to the baras. All eara were with- 
drawn from the streets at 9:45 p .m 
for the night.

The temperature was a little below the 
normal during the week and only light 
loeal showers oeeorred. The conditions 
were extremely fsvorable for the wbest 
harvest and bay cutting, also for cnltiva* 
ting corn, tobscco and other < rops. 

Tbe wheat is about ail in tbe shock in 
tbe western section and the cutting is 
well advsnced iu the central and eastern 
fsotions. With tbe exception of a few 
loealiUes, it wiU be s very light yield, 
probably averaging about half a crop. 
Corn has not made rapid growth, owing 
to the cool nights, but it is in good oosdi- 
tion and free from weeds. Tobacco in 
most localities has msde a KOO<i start and 
looks wdl. Oats hsve beaded low and 
will be a light crop. Haymaking has 
progressed well. There will be a fair 
crop in tbe western section, but in the 
oantral and eastern sections it will be 
light. Ciover is generally reported to be 
a good crop.

Mr. Driegs Pleaded Net Guilty to T«ve 
Indietmenta, Reaerving the Right 
to Plead te the Ottisra 
lorter On. 

New York. June IS.— Former Con- 
graasman Drlgga waa indicted by the 
federal grand Jury in Brooklyn Wed- 
nesday. He appeared before Judge 
Thomas and gave bail. Tbe indictment 
grew out of the Investigation into post 
office affairs made by the grand jury. 

Four indietmenta were found, all 
practically alike. Bach charges that 
Driggs, between July 20 and 24, 1900. 
unlawfully agreed to receive and did 
receive a $500 check from the Brandt- 
Dent Co. for procuring and delivering 
a contract from the United States gov- 
ernment for making and delivering 250 
automatic caahlera for the post ofllce 
department. To tbe first two indict- 
ments Mr. Driggs pleaded not guilty, 
reserving the right to plead later to 
the others, which contain 16 counts 
each, after his lawyer had read them. 

Mr. Driggs rafused absolutely to 
comment on his indictment. He baa 
previously admitted, however, receiv- 
ing a salary of $12,500 from the Brandt- 
Dent Co. for introducing its machines, 
but claimed that tbe work he did for 
the company was done before he was 
sworn in aa congressman, but after hin 
election, and declaring that he had 
done nothing to which the goterament 
could object. 

The indictments were found under 
Sections 171 and 172 of the revised 
statutea of the United SUtes, which 
provide for the punishment of any per- 
son "receiving emolument while in tho 
employ of the government." 

Mr. Driggs was before the grand 
jury Wednesday preceding the finding 
of the indictment.
